The rupture of 
a bloodveseel in the abdomen was the 
cause of death. I have filed the death 
certificate with the proper authorities, 
and am through with the case.” 

NO REPORT TO CORONER. 

At the Coroner's office yesterday it 
was stated that no report of the case 
had ever been made there. It was also 
stated that a permit would have to be 
procured from the Health Office before 
the girl's remains could be shipped 
away. 

No such permit could be found at 
the Health Office. 

Coroner Trout said last night that 
he would think that such a case would 
be one for investigation by his office.

The contention turns on the old time 
incorporation of Wilmington in Febru- 
ary 1872, and it is claimed that the act 
under which that incorporation took 
place was on Febr 20 of 
that year, and was approved March 21 
following. 

The boundaries established: by that 
act of the Legislature comprised all 
the land upon which Wilmington now 
stands, fronting on the estuary of the 
sea which enters from the Port of San 
Pedro, and are set out in Getall in the 
proceedings not instituted.
